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OFF THE BEATEN TRACK 


Some parts of the world never get into 


print unless a calamity happens there. This 
Is true of the Indian Ocean Island of Reunion, 
which has just been hit by a hurricane that 
even Florida would think large. 


There is good reason for Reunion staying 


out of the news. It is miles from anywhere, 
400 miles from Madagascar, and is so hard 
to get to that as late as the 17th century it 
was uninhabited. It is a rocky, volcanic 
ialand, of 965 square miles and around 
300,000 Inhabitants — In dimensions and 
population about equivalent to a fair-sized 
American county. The people are French, 
Negroes, Malagasy from Madagascar, and 
various mixtures of the foregoing. They have 
been under French rule most of the time 
•ince their discovery in 1513, except that 
from 1810 to 1815 Great Britain held the 
Island as an outpost that might be useful in 
the Napoleonic wars. 


Reunion used to be called Bourbon. The 


French Revolution changed It to Reunion 
when the Bourbon kings were dethroned. 
Under Napoleon it became Bonaparte, and 
after his fall Reunion again. The Inhabitants 
preferred the old name Bourbon, but were 
not consulted. 


For all practical purposes Reunion is part 


of France. It has a senator and two deputie; 
In the French parliament. 


UNDULANT ~FEVER 


The Journal of the American Medical 


Association expresses enthusiasm in an- 
nouncing that an effective treatment has 
been found for undulant fever, heretofore a 
baffling disease and one which ranks high on 
the list of man's natural enemies. Two of 
the newer drugs, streptomycin and sulfa- 
diazine, are used together in 'the method 
discovered by four Minnesota doctors. 


An important gain is indicated against 


another of the diseases which hinder human 
activities and progress. Undulant fever -is 
found among animals as Bang's disease, anc 
hi transmitted from animals to man by con- 
tact or by drinking raw milk from infected 
cows or goats. Know medically as brucel- 
losis, the disease is not usually fatal but 
causes much pain and discomfort. Pre- 
viously doctors have been unable to treat 
the disease beyond the use of drugs to 
deaden pain. Often the Illness recurs after 
the patient seems to have recovered. 


The discovery of a treatment for brucel- 


losis will be pleasing for medical scientists 
but not satisfying, Treating a patient who 
has the disease is not helpful in preventing 
other persons from becoming 111. Doctors, 
still seek to stamp out Bang's 'disease in 
animals, so that people no longer will be 
exposed to it. 


WRONG PARTY 


Had the late Louis J. Brann been a Repub- 


lican, he might have gone far politically. As 
it was, he became the fourth Democrat in 
over 90 years to be elected governor of 
Maine, and he accomplished this feat twice 
in 1932 and 1934.

TAXES AND COMMON SENSE 


A high budget can easily become a habit. Fed- 


eral, state und municipal budgets arc the products 
of 15 years of that habit. Certainly, it is not neccs- 
lary In peacetime for the employment of more than 
5,000,000 persons in the various branches of gov- 
ernment, In many offices, they trip over each other. 
At any rate, there will be a full report on this sub- 
ject, so far as the federal administration is con- 
cerned, In January, 1949, when Herbert Hoover's 
committee makes the facts known. That date was 
set by Congress In the original bill; it would be 
more satisfactory to have the fuels now. 
The high cost of government is appalling to 


those who' have to pay taxes, although it may not 
bother the few remaining non-taxable citizens. For 
Instance, the magazine, "America," has this to say 
about taxes: 
". . . It's a sad prospect for the rcduce-taxes-at- 


any-prlce crowd, who are much more sensitive to 
vote-catching techniques than to the grim realities 
of the postwar world. . ." 
There is no reason to be .contemptuous of the 
"vote-catching member of Congress, Ours in u rep- 
resentative government of elected officials. All 
members of Congress have to be elected and there- 
fore must "catch votes." The intellectual or any 
other kind of snob who is sure that he knows 
what's what but refuses to submit himself or his 
ideas to the test of a vote ought to look down 
upon the citizen who stands the test ot our repre- 
sentative system. We can, of course, switch over 
to an authoritarian system, but thus far that does 
not seem to be the choice of the American people. 
In another editorial. In "America," the writer 
indicates an emphatic dislike for the Congressional 
system by a denunciation of Senator George, one of 
the most respected members 
of the Senate.' 
"America" says: 
" . . . We strongly suspect, however, that 
there is more to the Senator's remonstrance . . . 
than a reasonable concern for Federal economy. 
His Is the typical reaction of a man bringing all 
his attention to boar on a rivers-and-harbors bill! 
He wants to carry on in the normal, established 
way. Implicit in his attitude is the position made 
explicit by Senator Taft: 'We are at peace with the 
world.'" 
, 


Pretty cheap, that comment seems to me. It is 
answering an argument with a vicious smear. It is 
hurling opprobrium when logic would be more fit- 
ting. Few men in this country are more1 expert in 
its fiscal affairs than Senator George, who has de- 
voted a lifetime to the subject. The editorial 
writer of "America" may disagree with Senator 
George, Senator Taft, or any other Senator, but it 
is certainly not his function nor his sphere in life 
to voice his, objections with calumny. It is not only 
bud taste, but In the instance of both Senator 
George and Senator Taft, one a Democrat, the 
other a Republican, it is untrue. They are not de- 
voted to thnt particular form of selfishness sym- 
bolized by "River and Harbor Bills." 


The fact of the matter is that the taxpayers 
in the United States desire a tax reduction. Most 
Senators and .members of the House of Representa- 
tives who have to run for office in 1948 will vote 
for tax reduction. There are differences as to the 
amount of reduction and the form it is to take, but 
there is no difference as to the necessity for It. 
When Congress passes a tax bill, it will be passed 
over his head, should Mr. Truman veto. The Com- 
munity. Property clause is certain of passage, as it 
should be. 
There is no logic, no common sense, in the 
maintenance of wartime taxes, nearly three years 
after the war is over. There is no logic in the fed- 
eral government piling up a huge surplus. There is 
no common sense in depriving the individual of his 
earnings and possible savings, while the govern- 
ment absorbs his earnings' In taxes and by the sale 
of the unnecessary bonds. 
Certainly a publication like'"America," which 
so strongly defends the family, ought to recognize 
the vlclousncss of making the nation dependent 
on the State rather than on the thrift of the par- 
ent. But thrift and savings are Impossible when 
tuxes are so high.

WE ALL NEED GRINDING TEETH 


When the First World War began in August, 


1914, medical officers were instructed to make sure 
that recruits had at least two grinding teeth one 
above the other. Even with this simple requirement, 
about seven in every 20 were rejected because of 
this rule. Later dentures were allowed. 
. Why should grinding teeth be so important when 
the food really must be digested by the various di- 
gestive juices in the stomach and intestines? 


The greatest single cause of illness in the armed 
forces during World Wars I and II was disease of 
the stomach nnd small intestine, brought on for llic 
most part by nervousness and emotional disturb- 
ances, 


While Btomach and intestinal ulcer was the com- 


monest ailment, there were many ctisos of gastritis 
—Inflammation of the lining of.the stomach. That 
luck of teeth, with which to chew food and prepare 
It for digestion in the stomach, is a common cause 
of gastritis is stated by Dr. A. Rodriguez-Oilers, 
Hato Rcy, Puerto Rico, In "Review of Gastroenter- 
ology" (stomach and intestine), 


A review of 2,684 histories of patients, who came 


seeking medical attention for stomach and intes- 
tinal disturbances, is reported. Of this total number", 
168 cases 'were found where the patients suffered 
"dental deficiency of the third degree," which made 
proper chewing of the Jtood impossible. The other 
3,516 cases had enough teeth to chew their food. 
Wherever other causes for gastritis were present in 
those toothless cases — infection, emotional dis- 
turbances — they were not counted as caused by 
lack of teeth. The diagnosis of gastritis was based 
on the appearance of the lining of the stomach, as 
seen by the gustroscope; also, on changes in the 
stomach juice, and on the findings when the pro- 
ducts of inflammation were examined.

Dr. Rodriguez-Oilers believes that mechanical 
Irritation of the stomach produced by lack of chew- 
Ing is a more common cause of gastritis than is 
generally believed.

Recommendations growing from 


the hearing—called to hear testi- 
mony on prices for April, May and 
June—will be considered by the 
State and Federal Agricultural 
Departments in setting the price.

In tournament bridge there is a 


real problem in the handling of 
a hand In which you are vulner- 
able and the opponents are not. 
If you have a declarer type hand, 
one you think you are going to 
play rather than defend, the op- 
ponents are very apt to take a 
sacrifice against you without any 
high card tricks. Therefore the 
expert sometimes plans his bid- 
ding deliberately from the stand- 
point of defense, figuring that he 
will not play the hand. 
That is what happened in to- 
day's hand. Holding two five card 
suits with more than three losers, 
South could not open with a two- 
bid, so he bid the higher ranking 
of his two suits, or one spade. 
West's double asked his partner 
to. bid, and if possible to bid a 
heart, as the double of one major 
usually shows support for the 
other one. 


Now North felt that East and 
West were going to try to take a 
sacrifice in hearts. He could bid 
a lot of spades for his partner if 
South could make a free bid again. 
But suppose he and his partner 
did not buy the contract at 
spades? Thus he started to plan 
a defense against the hand, and 
made his psychic bid of two 
hearts. West's later bid of four 
no trump asked East to select 
diamonds or clubs, and East cor- 
rectly bid five clubs, 


i It would have been a good sac- 
rifice if North had not planned the 
defense in the early rounds of the 
bidding. South cashed the king 
of. spades, and when he found a 
singleton spade in dummy he 
shifted to the ace of hearts, then 
a low heart. East naturally fig- 
ured North for the queen of hearts 
because of his heart bid, so he 
went up with dummy's king of 
hearts, only to have North trump 
It* 


A small club was led, South 
won, cashed the queen of hearts 


and led the six of hearts. Wert 
p l a y e d the jack and North 
trumped with the queen of clubs. 
^Thus North and South took th« 
first six tricks, setting the con- 
tract 700 points. They could have 
made five spades, but even vul- 
nerable their score would have 
been only plus 650 points.
